I managed to score a Metcal 
station w/10 tips at the Raleigh NC fest a couple years ago 
for a _very_ reasonable price (even still had the warantee card, that I 
sent in and got 
a free Metcal coffee cup!). I believe they're about 600-700$ new 
and tips go from 25-75$ a copy. I've seen several at hamfests 
tho. 
My first intro to them was at work too... almost instant heat 
(maybe 8-10 sec to solder heat from turn on) and a wide array of tips. 


I just did my first "Manhattan" style QRP rig, and I dont 
think I could have soldered the SOIC chips without the fine tips 
with the Metcal. They're just as much at home desoldering tube sockets 
or assembling PL-239s too.
